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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed 1 1/20/06. Currently, claims 1-9 
are pending in this application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under 
section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application 
filed in the United States only if the international application designated the 
United States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

Claims 1,4-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mast et al. (USP 7,147,414). 



Mast teaches a spot drilling insert having a rotational axis (18), chisel edge (90') 
with diametrically opposite ends, a pair of linear cutting edges (66'), a planar first flute 
surface and a conical land surface ('414, figures 4A-4D). Mast also teaches said chisel 
edge (90') and cutting edges (66') being centered on said rotational axis (18) and each 
said land surface (64') radially approaches said axis of rotation in a direction opposite 
said cutting direction ('414, figure 3B). Furthermore, Mast teaches the drill holder having 
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an insert receiving socket (30) that is complementary to the socket-mating portion of the 
insert ('414, figures 1 and 2). Mast also teaches the spot drilling insert of defining a flute 
between a substantially planar first flute surface (F1) and a substantially planar second 
flute surface (F2) (see figure below). Regarding claim 9, Mast teaches another 
embodiment (figure 3B), where linear v-shaped flutes are defines between the first and 
second flute surfaces while being separated by a tapered web (92) which supports the 
chisel (90).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2, 3, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mast et al. (USP 7,147,414). 

Mast teaches the claimed invention (i.e. cutting edges defining an included angle 
theta, '414, figures 3C & 4A and col. 4, lines 11-13), except for the angle being or less 
than 80° or approximately 60°. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to vary included angle of the cutting edge 
depending on the type of cut desired and the material of the workpiece being cut, 
because it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective 
variable involved only routine in the art. Applicant should further note that Specification 
gives no criticality to the claimed limitation (see Page 5, lines 26-28). 

Response to Arguments

moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
